FL-IORIT A-^'D BXILE OF A 
' SCOTTISH SIIEKIFF. 



All Old Mystery Solved. 

A Scottish mystery is partially un- 
veiled by Mr. A. A. Haves in an arti- 
cle entitled "A New England Colony 
in New York" which apiieara in the 
August number of Harper's Monthly. 
Easthamptoh lies in one of the sleep- 
iest corners of Long Island, and it has 
uiade little or no progress during the 
past half century. In April of 1840, 
forty-seven years ago, a high-breil dig- 
ni6ed gentleman abouVfifty years of 
age walked up 'to the little inn in East- 
harapton, followed by an attendant. In 
a pleasant voice and vifith a Scotch ac- 
cent he asked if he could have accotn- 
modation. The landlord lock at him 

■ with a certain hesitation. "Is that man 
your servant?" he asked,;A'H^ is," was 
the reply.; f'Well, he must eat at the 
same table-with you." "I shall conform 
to yQ.qr''customB and regulations," was 
the smiling answer. Por five long years 
did this courtly genlUnnau sleep in the 
cramped chambers, breakfast, dine, and 
sup at the frugal board of this humble 
hostelry. Then he became an inmate in 
the hpusetof a genteel, family of the 
name of , Huntington, and in theis sub- 
stantial house, close liy the old Presby- 
terian Church,, bo spent about twenty- 
five years more. He wusa man of mark- 
ed piety and benevolence, of charming 
manners and address, of extreme cul- 
ture, and-of rare social-dualities. Ho 
had beeh'"tbe friend and associate of 
Je^rey and the literary giants of his 
day. H*' ^rop'^ '"'■"---I rerait- 
^Siices panie regularly to liim throqgh a 
pliaifi of bajiks, ending in a well-known 
JJew York house whp denied any 
knowledge of his personality or belong- 
inga He led a blameless and most ex- 
emplary life in that quiet little town in 
Long Island. He was the friend of all, 
the comforter of the allicted, the help 
er of the need}-. 13ook.H and magazines 
came to him in large store. He versi- 
fied the psalms, and taught Latin to 
' the boys. A blameless and lovely life 
indeed; but a martyrdom, a living death 
one would have said to a man of his 
tastes and antecedents. He remained 
ah exile irf Eastharap*on for nearly 
thirty-one years — from early in his 
fiftieth to the end of his (.ighty-first 
year. But all this time he never saw 
the face of a relative or an old friend. 
He went at fifWt'oti Sunday to the 
Episcopal Church at Sag Harbor, neven 
miles distant, but he was instrumental 
in the building of the beautiful little 
Episcopal Church which now stands in 
Easthampton. He contributed largely 
to its 8U])port, and he was made a lay- 
reader, and for a long time conducted 
|>i^e aprvipes himself. With the excep- 
tlqn qf thie chi?rch going at Sag Har- 
jijor, t^ip oply time this remarkable man 
passed the Htflits of the little village 
was op thp occasion of a single trip to 
Squthampton, twelve miles distant. 
!fbe servftnt, a Scotch valet, went to 
the west and married, He made his 
appearance at intervals evidently for 
the purpose of extorting money from 
his old master. During Ids entire life 
in Easthampton the mysterious strang- 
er successfully defeated all nttonipta to 
discover who he wis. When ho entered 
the little inn in April, 1840, the name 
ho gave was John Vallace — John Wal- 
lace he femaiaed to the end; and John 

'Wallace'is the name which you will 
find under a cross and anchor on the 

.plain white nsarble slab in the grave- 
yard where ho was interred. To the ex- 
cellent family with whom ho lived in 
the close intimacy of three decades he 
spoke no word dispelling the mystery. 
The inhabitante of the vilUj^e hia 
neighbors, and many of them his bene- 
ficiaries, accented his kindnos.'.\ and 

-;.(on8lnicted^tiieoriea about hini. These 



were, of course, all to his detriment — 
such is tiie perverseness of poor human 
nature. Some said he was a bishop of 
the English Oburoh' who had" "gone 
wrong; others hold that he was a mur- 
derer. He was heaven knows what 
not! As years passed by and the place 
became more and more frequented in 
summer by city folks, curiosity spread 
and grew apace, The most strenuous 
eflforts were made to discover who John 
Wallace was. One man, bearing an old 
New York name and since dead, had 
the ill-grace to threaten him. He told 
him that the Census Marshal was com- 
ing, and unless he told that function- 
ary just who he was he would be put in 
Jail. Dr. Huntington, ifound the poor 
old gentleman in a pitiable state, but 
was able to quieten hia fears. "Give 
yourself no concern,'' said the doctor, 
"the Census Marshal has been here. He 
asked your name. I told liitn, and he 
lias gone." But on the night of tiie 
:iOtli or 31st of December, 1870, there 
came lo the door a census marshal who 
could not be barred out, a messenger 
who brought at once a summons and a 
release; and in his 81st year this lonely 
exile and in the year of our Lord 1870 
came to an end together. He died and 
made no sign. Perhaps even in the 
solemn moment when hit soul left tl)e 
weary body there may have come to 
him a flash of satisfaction that he had 
batiled all the curious and intrusive dis- 
turbers of his peace. Often during his 
life in the village he would come from 
the post ollice holding .a letter in his 
hand, and remark to the people in 
whose houso he lodged, "This is from 
my lady friend in Edinburgh." When 
ho had passed away, Mrs. Huntington, 
with rare good tiisio and pathetic kind- 
ness, wrote a letter describing his last 
hours on earth. She addressed it to 
Mr. Wallace's Lady Friend, Edin- 
burgh," and sent it through the chain 
of banks through which the old man's 
money had come. In due time a reply 
arrived — cold, formal unsympathetic. 
It was sig*;d, "Mr. Wallace's Lady 
Friend." Mr. Hnyes tells us that when 
he went to Easthampton in the autumn 
of 1878 be did his best to fathom the 
mystery. Mrs. Huntington and her 
daughter, Oornelia, the latter the au- 
thor of a charming little book about 
the place called "Seaspray," told him 
much of great interest about their old 
lodger; and among other things they 
a[)oke of finding copies of his accounts 
charities in his native land with the 
hcadiugs torn o'S. One had been care- 
lessly torn, and on it Mr. Hayes found 
a name. He sent this name with a mass 
of notes to an accomplished friend in 
Scotland, tho late Mr. Robert Mac- 
kenzie, of Dundee, well known as the 
author of "A History of the Nine- 
toentb Oeutury" and other book.s. In 
a few weeks ha wrote telling Mr. Hay- 
es that he was "on the trail." In a fuw 
weeks more he sent v/hat he called a 
very tantalising letter. "I know the 
mvstery to tho very bottom," ho wrote, 
"but — I may not tell youl" Not a little 
disappointed Mr. Hayes communicated 
this information to a cirle of equally 
disappointed friends. One of these, a 
distinguished divine, .said it made his 
fltsh creep like one of Wilkie Collin's 
storiea However, in the summer of 
1879 Mr. Haves at length fuunil out 
ull about tho poor exile, and of all the 
places in the wofld, it was at tho foot 
of Pike's Peak in Qolofado that he got 
the mystery solved. As living persons 
are concerned in the manner of his dis- 
scovery, he dare not publish the details 
but he says they are among the strang- 
est happenings of any life. Suffice it to 
say that on his return home he held all 
the clues, proofs and facts in bis handa, 
and that only no is he permitted to tell 
the truth about the so called John 
Wallace, He was in reality the sheriff 
of a great Scotch country. He resided 
in Edinburgh, and was famed for his 
benevoleuce and good works. He was 
the friend of the poor, the widow and 
tho orphan. His services to the state 
had earned him a public testinipnial. 
He had "honor, love, obdience and 
troops of friends." He was a founder 
and ardent supporter of Sunday schools, 
and pLople flocked from the most cul- 
tured of Edinburgh houses to listen to 
his weekday addresses to the children. 
One day, at the lieigbt of bis reputa- 
tation, there was made against hiii-i 
the subtle charge of a grave mysterious 
crime, Ai, 6 o'clock in the evening the 
Lord-Advocate went to a mutual 
friend, "Go to Slieriff W — at once," 
said his lordsiiip, "and tell him that 
when I go to my oflico at ten o'clock 
tp-morrow ipqrniug a warrant will is- 
sue fgr his airresli." That night SberiQ' 
W — died out of Scotland! He bad just 
tirae to aay to a friend that he was not 
guilty of more than an indiscretion, 
but; lie could not even face tho sliamu 
of that. Mr, Hayes closes this grim 
story in the following paragraph: — 
"His disajipearance is mourned in 
Edinburgh after all these long years, 
and tears come to the eyes of old 
frieiicla when his name is mentioned. 
The man who so patiently bore tho 
long crucifixion of a aolf-imposed exile, 
the man who endured the pennance of 
thirty-one years among strangers in a 
strange land, the man who read the 
beautiful . service in the little East- 
hampton Oburch, was no John Wal- 
lace, Under the white marble tablet 
in the old Easthampton Cemetery 
bleeps the scholar, the great jurist, tho 
courtly gentleman, the^bumble. Chris- 
tian, Sherifii W--" - " r y -■ i:; 



A GEUMAN COUNT's;;SlJICIDE. 

Seeking Death' Because of Ills 
Wife's IiifidelilV. 



NewYohk, Sept. 12.— A Sun speci- 
al^ from Montreal of the 11th says: At 
6 ,11, to-day Coi^nt Wilhelm Browne 
of Berlin, who arrived by steamer this 
morning from Ne* Sbutb' Wales, shot 
himself in front of tho St. Lawrence 
Hall. Tho Count, who owned a large 
estate in Germany, left homo early last 
spring, to visit New South Wales, Aus- 
tralia and South Auierica, leaving ,n 
young,andi beautiful Jwifeibehind^ ' bim^ 
At Rio Janerio he reoeifried a'ca'bl6erain 
that his wife had fled with a young 
tradesman and was su[)|)osed to bo 
either in New South Wales or Canada. 
He left for the former place and fail- 
ing to find tho guilty couple, came 
here, where he found his wife and her 
paramour living at 6ne of tbe hotels. 
He visited her and entreated her to re- 
turn, without avail. He went to his 
hotel and had dinner, after which lie 
walked coolly out on the sidewalk and 
discharged a revolver at his left ear, 
the bullet going through the ear.

PETliOLEUM AS FUEL. 



Yoatorday wo prititod a paragraph from 
a California paper, which stated that 
crude petroleum had been aucceaafuUy 
uaed aa fuel on steamers plying on Sa.", 
Francisco Bay, and that it is the intention 
of the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
to discard coal and substitute petroleum 
on all their locomotives and steamboats. 
The Victoria public will bo surprised to 
hear that the Central Pacific Co. have 
uaed this fuel on the Soliino, the largest 
ferryboat in the world — employed in tak- 
ing railway trains acrosa the Straits of 
.Oarquinez — for nearly a year. Petroleum 
haa also been used for some months on 
one of tho largest freight ferry steamers 
employed in transporting freight trains 
from Oakland creek to San Francisco. 
The Piedmont, the newest and most com- 
modious of all tho ferry paaaonger steam- 
ers between San Franciaco and Oakland, 
has just been withdrawn from aorvice in 
order to tit her for burning petroleum. 
The changes involve only a alight expense 
and are simple in their application. An 
iron tank is plaood at a suitable elevation 
above tho boilers. Pipea lead to the fur- 
nace. Of course, tlie petroleum would 
enter tiie furnace by a more force of gra- 
vitation. J uat over tiie furnace doors 
there is a perforated pipe from which the 
oil ig thtown in jets into tho furnace. 
But in order to make the combustion 
more perfect, just under this pipe is 
placed a steam pipe which throws out jots 
of superheated steam, spraying aa it were 
the petroleum. Tiie superheated steam 
being deprived of moisture, ia for the 
moat part a gas which adds to the inten- 
sity of the flame. It has required some 
years of experience to reach this degree of 
Buccosa. There have boon many failures. 
But whoever will watch tho use of petrol- 
eum upon the great ferryboat Solano, 
wilj hare little doubt of tlieauccoaa of tho 
preaenb use of crude petroleum for ateam 
purposes. It is probable that all the fer- 
ryboats will finally burn petroleum, atid 
the locomotives on all routes where coal 
ia as dear as it now is in .San Franciaco. 
For while foreign coals, by reason of losv 
freights, are cheap, they are not cheap 
enough to answer tho requirementa for 
steam purposes. The San Francisco Bul- 
letin in disouasing thia rnmarkablo appli- 
cation of petroleum goes nitu tho follow- 
ing calculation : "The saving in the use 
of petroleum over coal for steam on the 
ferryboats is understood to be about UO 
per cent. Now suppose tho price of good 
steam coal averages §7 a ton, petroleum at 
the present cost would only represent 
$3. 80 per ton . If coal for steam purposes, 
say from the Carbon Hill mine, can be 
laid down here for §0 per ton, which is 
the lowest estimate made, then petruleum 
would only represent §2 40 per ton, 
which is, probably, very near the difl'er- 
once in the two kinds of fuel, The econ- 
omy in the use of petroleum is further il- 
lustrated by the fact that immediately on 
the ferryboat making a landing tho sup- 
ply of petroleum ia shut off, tho furnaces 
are simply black without flame. Wlien 
the boat starts the petroleum spray be- 
gins and a lighted torch sets it oS. It re- 
quires only one man aa fireman, there ia 
no punching or stirrinc; up of tho fuel: it 
takes care of itself; there ia no stocking 
up of twenty, thirty or forty tons of coal 
for ferry use, but simply the filling of a 
tank with crude petroleum once a day. 
The fact that experiments in the use of 
petroleum, covering now the greater part 
of a'year, have been so suoceasful that all 
the ferryboats controlled by the Central 
Pacific company will probably be fitted 
for the uae .of thia fuel-r-ia one just now 
of great importance. It suggeats a revo- 
lution in the uae of steam fuel in Califor- 
nia. There is a great deal of crude petro- 
leum in the state — enough, it is said, to 
supply the demand. at present for steam 
fuel. Petroleum can now be obtained in 
large quantities in a crude state for about 
14 cents a gallon. At that price it ia 
maintained that no ateam coal laid down 
in^California can compete with crude - pe- 
troleum fur steam purpoaea. The succesa- 
ful'tlse of the .latter for.s.teatp purposes is 
one Sf^fhe important eye'ntB of the day." 

"C" BATTERY. 

,0.ur contemporary of the Columbian is in 
error when he states that thi.s journal 
made a violent attc'k upon him, or that 
we blustered and i tor ned when referring 
to hia propositioi. to incate "C" Battery 
at a balloon town seme vhere on the in iin- 
land which is repriien-.ed on tho map by 
aflyapeuk. The b-'ust ^ring and aturming 
were by our conti mp fary, when he as- 
sailed the British Cotwn'na board of trade, 
accused it of wishing to rob the mainland 
of its rights, and threatened to "watch" 
the proceedinga of the Ciinadiaii ofliciala 
who are now on the way to this point to 
locate the barracks for '*C" Batte^. Our 
contemporary ia well aware that "C" 
Battery is destined for Victoria and Eac^ui- 
malt, where it can co-opL;rato witli tho 
Imperial forces in case of necessity. The 
positive declarations of the miniator of 
militia and Sir Hector Langovin are to 
. that effect. Thoae declarations were niado 
le^B;than:tiiree mouths ago and one year 
rafief Ooloriel' Holmes' report (to whom 
the Columbian alludes) had reached Otta- 
wa. Tho question is not an open one at 
all. It has been settled in favor of Vic- 
toria and Esquimalt. The e.Ktract from 
Hansard, given below, ahcjuld set at 
rest the cravings of even the "intensely 
■seotional" ' Oolumbian. If our contem- 
pory desires a aecond battery located at 
Coal Harbor • wo heartily wish his ellbrts 
in that direction success; but why he is 
.oblivious to the fact that there is a place 
called New VVestminater, where there ia 
much valuable property and where there 
is not even the aemblaiico of a protecting 
force, we cannot uiiderstunJ. When the 
speck on tho map before referred to ahall 
have acquired something worth protecting 
will be the time for the Columbian to 
talk about a battery; but presant demands 
■fapjildi^f confined to the streng'thening 
of the strisitegioal positions of Victoria and 
Esquimau and the fortification of Now 
Westminster city. 

In order that our contemporary on the 
bank of the Fraser may understand the 
■ituation and the intentions of the Do- 
~ mipion and Imperial governments, we ap- 
pend the following from Hansard: 

Sir A. Caron, in bringing forward the 
estimates for the military in the house of 
commons, moved the followius: 

"Pay and maintenance of "A,""B" 
and "0" batteries, Royal Schools of Ar- 
tlilory, at Quebec, Kingston and VIC- 
TORIA, B. C, §172,700." 

[This item naturally provoked consid- 
erable discussion, and tho minister was 
sharply questioned as to the location of 
"0" battery. Sir Adolph freely and de- 



cidedly stated that the batter.f would be 
established at VIOTGRIA aa a supporting 
arm to the imperial forces fc^r the pro- 
tection of VICTORIA and (Sir Hector 
Langevin added) "ESPECIALLY ES- 
QUIMALT HARBOR."] 

Sir Richard Cartwright — la it the in- 
tention of the government to have these 
men who are to be stationed at VIC- 
TORIA instructed in the use of torpe- 
does ? 

Mr. Caron — Yea; that ia part of our 
programme. 

Sir Richard Cartwright — Is the hen. 
gentleman in communication with the im- 
perial authoritiea on that point 'I 

Mr. Caron — Yeaj we have been for 
soma time. 

Sir Richard Caitvvright — Then ho and 
they propoao to co-operate together so aa 
to PROTECT tho HARBOR of VIC- 
TORIA. If I recollect aright, the har- 
bor ia particularly defensible by the uae 
of torpedoea. 

Sia Hector Langevin — Yea; AND ES- 
PECIALLY ESQUIMALT HARBOR. 



MOB. GAPEL AND TEE SPIRIT- 
UALISTS. 

Recently at San Franciaco, while the 
spiritualists were holdinc u convention. 
Mgr. Capel auddeiily appeared on tho 
platform and attacked the teneta of the 
apirittmlistd without atint or mercy. Jlr. 
Colby and Mrs. Foy, both mediuma, af- 
terwards held a meeting and made ro- 
joindera to Mgr. Capel; but their argu- 
ment was a poor one and although Capel 
waa not present it was felt that tho med- 
iuma made out a wretched case. Toahow 
the stylo in which the Catholic prelate's 
position was attacked, it is only necessary 
to offer a single quotation from Foy 'a 
addreaa: "There was no doubt that if Ilia 
ideas were carried out every ono of tiieae 
persona would be treated like Salem 
witches; hot, while he might desire that 
it should be ao, she thanked Qod that this 
waa the nineteenth century, and that peo- 
ple had got beyond auch barbarism.

CANADA. 
ToiiONTO, Sept. 17. — Tho first round of 
the Fulljames-Gilmore fight here yester- 
day reaulted in favor of Fulljamea, who 
forced the fighting, and who claimed and 
was allowed first blood. In tho second 
round Gilmore'a superior science was 
shown. Both sparred cautiously, but 
Gilmoro then had the best of it, and 
finally dealt hia opponent a vigoroua blow 
on the jaw, knocking him down and draw- 
ing blood. Juat aa time was called for 
tho third round the police put in an ap- 
pearance and stopped the fight. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Chicaqo, Sept. 17. — D. M. McCrim- 
mon, C. J. Woods and Charles Di.\oii, all L 
prominent residents of this city, while in 
a yacht near hero capsized . They suc- 
ceeded in reaching and clinging to the 
bottom of tho boat, but Dixon and Woods 
finally died from expoaure.

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept. 17. — A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Derby says: A serious acci- 
dent has occurred at the Oak well colliery 
at Ilkestone, eight miles from Derby. The 
shaft of the colliery has been blocked and 
1500 miners entombed. Efforts are being 
made to secure them by way of tho fur- 
nace shaft and the miners will probably 
bo saved. 

GERMANY. 
BiSKLiN, Sept. 17. — The Prussian gov- 
ernment has again rejected the Vatican's 
prupoaal in regard to the vacant see.

There la a great scarcity 
of food; and tlin jiimnln nf Niinleg are 
Bending money and provisiona for the 
relief of tho sufferers. 

TURKEY. 
CoN.ST.vNTiNoi'i.K, Sopt. 17. — Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff, British envoy, haa pre- 
sented to the porte a note from the 
Marquia of P-.diabury, in which ttte 
niar<|ui3 defiriofj the nticeasity for reforms 
in tho adniiiiiatration of the finances of 
Egypt a;id for a reorganization of the 
military forces of that country. Lord 
Saliabury proposes that the sultan give 
his consent to join the Ent'lish oommia- 
sion with an iiKjuiry into the internal con- 
dition of Egypt. Tho proposition has 
been accepted by the sultan.

The Man of Mystery, Jacques. 



New YoiiK, Snpt, \S. — A special lo tho 
World from London of the 12th says: Tho 
disgusting details of the Armstrong abduc- 
tion case, as. developed on the trial of 
"General" Braniwoll Booth, Mrs. Jarrett, 
Mr. .facquci, Mrs . Uooinb and JSlr. Stead, 
editor of the Pall Mall t ia/,elto, continue 
to inonopolizo public interest, to the ne- 
glect of politics at homo and abroad. Ilua- 
aoll's cross-examination of Mrs. Ariii- 
atroiig, the mother of the girl whom the 
dofondants are charged with having con- 
"pired to i^bduct, turned ou the limu she 
parted with her daughter to Mrs. Jarrett, 
and how long afterwards she got drunk 
and was Kicked up. Tho counsel for the 
dofonse tried to prove that tho woman's 
spree followed tho receipt of the money 
Mrs. Jarrett paid for tho girl. Mrs. Arm- 
strong persistently maintained, however, 
that she received only a friendly shilling 
and not a aovoreign from Mrs. Jarrett. 
.She got drunk on other money, she said, 
and her police court line of 5 shillings was 
paid by her eldest daughter. The witness 
stoutly denied that she told General 
Booth she understood Mrs. Jarrett to bo 
a gay woman. Mrs, ,)arretl had simply 
aaUed her if she could scrub cleanly, and 
she would ".swear by her iMiiker" that had 
she known Mrs. Jarrett meant to take her 
child to a brothel she would have prevent- 
ed thrt wrnnj. 

Tho ploa of the defense that Mrs. Arm- 
strong sold her child for vilo purposes 
knowingly will not, it is thought, relieve 
tho defendanta from tho charge of having 
broken tho law, though it miiy mitigate 
their piiniahioeiit. (Jonviction ia now 
considered certain, Mrs. Jarrett will 
probably be sent to prison for two years 
for abduction, while both Stead and 
B loth, on conviction of conspiracy, stand 
^ g.>od chance of tieiiig each sentenced to 
six months' iiiipriaoniiiunt. 

Tho Sun's London cable says: The in- 
tensity of popular interest in the Jarrett- 
Stead trial is amazing. Even the singers 
at the popular singing halls have boon 
all'ected, and their references in scmg to 
tho prisoners are nightly recoived with 
aughter and thunders of applause. All 
those reforences denounce the so-called 
Armstrong conspirators, and tho comio 
papers are also devoting space and talent 
to *,he portrayal of the ab.iurditios in con- 
nootion with tho case. Their cartoons 
hang conspicuously at tho the bookstores 
and tho streets and railway stations. The 
most catching of these in an exquisite 
sketch in Funny Folks, which depicts 
Booth and Stead in the act of singing a 
paraphrase of the popular ditty with tho 
refrain "All on account of Eliza." 

Mrs. Brouuhton'a evidence was com- 
pletely broken down on crnsa-oxaniina- 
tion. It was shown that she knew Mrs. 
Jarrett was a woman of bad repute, find 
letters which were read by counsel seemed 
to prove conclusively that Mrs. Brough- 
ton's husband had been so intimate with 
Mrs. Jarrett as to give rise to the aus- 
picion that ho wixa nothing leas than the 
lattor's paramour. To prove this, several 
Idttera were road, tho contents of which 
are tin St for publication. This caused 'a 
groat deal of arausemeut to the crowd in 
conrt, and at this part in the proceedings 
Mr. Wftddy, counsel for Booth, iritiinated 
that when tho time came ho would prove 
that Mrs. Arni.ttrong, Eliza's mother, and 
Mrs. Broughton know perfectly well what 
the girl's futu would be when she wont 
away, and that thoy shared tho mnnny for 
her delivery into the hands of Mrs. Jar- 
rett- 

Tho man of mystery, Jacques, is being 
gradually but surely unearthed by the 
emissaries of the law. It has now been 
established beyond question that he is tho 
originator of the "maiden tribute" sensa- 
tion, and four months previous to his cap- 
ture by tho Pall Mall Gazette assiduously 
hawked hia revelations around nearly 
every newspaper ollico in London. Ho 
first appeared at the office of the Morning 
Advertiser, and Captain Uawber, editor 
of that journal, has been to Bow street 
fur the purpose of identifying hira, 
Jacques, however, has shaved off his 
tnusiache and whiakurs smco being sum- 
moned as a witneos, and his identification 
is dlfhcult. It io believed by tiio police 
that Jacques' real name is Neoclos Gaa- 
pard Mussadiui, and that he ia a Greek 
who was subjected to intolvency proceed- 
ings ill 185i, and waa ag;uii bankrupt in 
1807. Uiiring the Bulgarian atrocity agi- 
tation in 1870, the Advertiser sent him 
ns a special correapondent to the scone of 
the outrages, but he never got beyond 
Oonstantinople. Mure recently he is sus- 
pected of having been connected with 
several shady transactioiia, and hia aflil- 
iations with otliciainof a well-known bank 
whicli snspundod payment a few weeka 
ago are regarded with grave auapioion. 
Tho police are still pursuing their ou- 
quiries regarding Jacqiioa' antecedents.

. San Franci.sco, Sept. U>. — The Japan 
Mail says: No longer ia there any doubt 
that cholera has ce-appoarud in Japan. 
The Official Gazette of Aug. 30lh an- 
nounced 24 new cases at Nagasaki. It 
uaya the disoasQ is verf virulent, death 
rapidly ensuing after seizure. Infected

poarB Bporadic. Tutal cases from Aug. 
2d to 21sfc only 22, deaths'lO. 

Shanghai advices are that the cultiva- 
tion of opium this year greatly esceeds 
that of former years. An imperial coun- 
cil hold at Tientsin recently,- and pre^idod 
over by the Chineao empress, resolved by 
four to'two to commence the construction 
of railrpada ia China. The measure is 
Tioj^ed'- a8;one_:of the very greatest im- 
ponance.' ■ 

Yokohama advices stale that the pro- 
position to hold jv grand Asiatic exliibi- 
tion in Japan in 1890 has been approved 
by the government. 

, Advices to the Associated Press from 
Yokohama state that between August

The police have been 
engaged for some time in tracing his 
antticedents, and they promise to solve 
the mystery by pome spicy revelations 
next Saturday.
